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LAWS OF ALABAMA. 


[No. 1] AN ACT 


1844. 


To incorporate the Town of New Lexington, in the County 
of Tuscaloosa. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this Act, the 
Town of New Lexington, in the County of Tuscaloosa, be and 
the same is hereby incorporated under the name and style of 
the Intendant and Council of the Town of New Lexington; 
and under that name they shall be liable to sue and be sued, 
may plead and be impleaded in all manner of suits either in 
law and in equity, may have and keep a common seal, and the 
same to break, alter and amend at pleasure, and in general to 
do all acts which are incident to bodies corporate, and to pur¬ 
chase, hold and dispose of for the benefit of said Town, real, 
personal or mixed property to the amount of five hundred 
dollars. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That the limits of said 
Corporation shall include the lots of the plats of said Town of 
New Lexington, and also the Male and Female Academy of 
said Town. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there shall be five 
Councillors elected for said Town of New Lexington, on the 
first Monday in May, eighteen hundred and forty-four; which 
election shall be conducted by William Winter, J ames Welch, 
and E. A Montgomery, any two of whom shall have powder 
to act, and shall give certificates of election to the five persons 
who may receive the highest number of votes. The polls of 
said election shall be opened at eleven o'clock before noon, and 
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Proviso. close at two o'clock afternoon, of said day : Provided, That 
said Managers shall be qualified by some J ustice of the Peace, 
to conduct said election according to law. 

SEC. 4. And be it further enacted, That all subsequent 
From elec- elections in said Town shall be conducted by any two of the 

tions, how Councillors, to be appointed by the Board for that purpose; 

conducted. and if from any cause, said elections shall not take place on 
the day set apart for holding the same, the Board may appoint 
some other day; not exceeding thirty days from said first Mon 
day in May, in each and every year. 

SEC. 5. And be it further enacted, That all free white male 
Voters, persons of the age of twenty-one years, who have been resi¬ 
dent citizens of sail town for two months preceding said elec¬ 
tion, or any person who may own real estate in said Town 
shall be deemed qualified voters at any of said Town elections. 

SEC. 6. And be it further enacted, That within five days 
Organization after said election is holden, the Councillors elected shall con- 
of board. verse at some suitable place in said town, and take and sub¬ 
scribe an oath before some person authorized to administer the 
same, that they will faithfully discharge the duties to them 
committed, without favor, affection or partiality; a certificate 
of which oath shall be filed with the Clerk of the Board of 
Councillors. 


SEC. 7. And be it further enacted, That when said Coun¬ 
cillors are qualified, as declared in the sixth section of this Act, 

Election of they shall proceed forthwith to elect, by a majority of votes, 
Intendant. from their own body, an Intendant, whose duty it shall be to 
preserve and keep order at meetings of their Board, and in his 
absence or incapacity, any member may be called to the Chair. 

The said Intendant shall approve all ordinances that may be 
passed by the Board, and shall be ex-officio, J ustice of the 
Peace for all purposes connected with said Corporation, and the 
enforcement of its laws, and shall see that all ordinances are en¬ 
joyed, and shall be entitled to receive for his services the same 
fees allowed to J ustices of the Peace for Tuscaloosa county. 

SEC. 8. And be it further enacted, That in all breaches of 
Offenders to the by-laws of said Corporation, where the same be a viola- 
be bound tion of the laws of the State, it shall be the duty of said Inten- 
over. dant to bind over said offender or offenders, to appear at the 
next Circuit Court for said county, to answer said charge. 

SEC. 9. And be it further enacted, That said Board shall 
be authorized to elect a Clerk, Treasorer, ,Marshal and such 
Authority of other officers for said Town, as they may deevn proper for the 
Board. good government of the same and shall affix their duties and 

compensation ; which officers shall be removeable at the pleas¬ 
ure of the Board, for neglect: of duty or mal-practice in office; 
and said Board way require such bonds from their respective 
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officers as they may deem proper for the faithful performance 
of their respective duties. 

SEC. 10. And be it further enacted, That said Board shall 
be authorized to levy and collect tax, not exceeding one per 
centum on the property taxed; the poll tax shall in no case ex¬ 
ceed seventy-five cents, and no property shall be taxed except 
such as is taxed by the State or County of Tuscaloosa, and no 
tax, after a levy is made, shall be increased, except by a vote 
of the, legal voters of said Corporation, which shall be deter¬ 
mined by an election, on giving ten days' notice, thereof. 

SEC. 11. And be it further enacted, That said Councillors 
or Board, shall have exclusive control over the public streets, 
alleys, and public springs, the wells and public works belong¬ 
ing to said Corporation; they shall have power to enact patrol 
laws, and to have them , enforced,- to quell riots and disturban¬ 
ces, suppress indecent and disorderly conduct, to prevent and 
remove nuisances; to punish offenders against the by-laws by 
a fine not exceeding five; dollars, and to pass all ordinances 
that may tend to promote the peace and harmony, good order 
and health of the citizens, of said Corporation: Provided, 

That none of said ordinances of said Corporation shall conflict 
with the Constitution and Laws of this State. 

SEC. 12. And be it further enacted, That whenever any of¬ 
fender shall be fined and shall refuse or neglect to pay said fine, 
he shall be proceeded against by execution, which execution 
shall have the same force and effect a s if issued by a J ustice of 
the Peace of the County upon civil judgment. 

SEC. 13. And be it further enacted, That the said Board 
shall have power to fill all vacancies which may occur by 
death, resignation or otherwise, until the next annual election ; 
and any member of the Board may preside as I ntendant, pro 
tempore, is absence of the Intendaut proper, and a, majority of 
said Board shall constitute a quorum to transact business. 

SEC. 14. And be it further enacted, That the said Board 
shall hold their meetings once a, month, and oftener if neces¬ 
sary, any two members of which may compel the attendance 
of absent members, assess fines for contempt or negligence on 
the part of any of their body, which fine, in no case, shall ex¬ 
ceed the sum of five dollars : Provided, The whole Board 
shall be present alien any member is to be tried, and if the 
Board be equally divided, the defaulting member shall not, be 
fined. 

SEC. 15. And be it further enacted, That the said I ntend¬ 
ant and Council when organized, shall be authorized to levy 
tax in accordance with the above recited Act, for the twelve 
months next preceding said first day of May, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-four.

To amend an Act, incorporating the Centenary Institute of the 
Alabama Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in the County of Dallas. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That an additional number of six Trustees shall be 
Additional added to the present number, as is now allowed in the first sec- 
Trustees ad- tion of an act, incorporating the Centenary Institute of the 
ded.

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That T. W. Dorman,

Trustees. strong, and J ames 0. Williams, and their successors in office, 
shall be, and they are hereby appointed Trustees of said Insti¬ 
tution.

[No. 3.] AN ACT 

For the relief of Benjamin II agonisls. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, Benja¬ 
min Magonisk, be, and he is hereby declared a liner between 
the counties of Pike and Coffee, and shall hereafter be consi¬ 
dered a citizen of the county of Pike, so long as he remains at 
the present place, of residence, and shall be subject to all laws 
in relation to citizens of Pike county, in the same manner as if 
he resided in said County.

[No. 4.] AN ACT 

To change the name of a certain person therein named. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, the 
name of Martha Caroline Black, of Jefferson county, be, and 
the same is hereby changed to that of Martha Caroline Forrest. 
Approved, 19th December, 1843.

[No. 5. ] AN ACT 

For the support of Paupers in the County of Butler. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the J udge of the County Court and Commis¬ 
sioners of Roads and Revenue, for the county of Butler, be, and 
they are hereby authorized, whenever they, or a majority of 
them, shall deem it necessary, to purchase and receive title to 
any quantity of land, not exceeding eighty acres; which title 
shall be made to the J udge of the County Court of Butler coun¬ 
ty, and his successors in office, and shall vest in, and be the 
property of said county of Butler. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That said J udge and 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to contract for the building 
of all necessary houses for the purposes therein mentioned, and 
every thing else that is necessary to be done, the expeases of 
which shall be paid out of the County Treasury of Butler county. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That whenever it shall 
appear to said Court, that any person is a subject of public char- 
itv, lie, she, or they, so soon as there be a Poor House in said 
county, may be ordered by said Court to be conveyed to the said 
Poor House., to be taken care of and supported; and said Court 
is authorized to employ some suitable person to superintend and 
take care of all the poor of said county of Butler. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of said J udge and Commissioners, or a majority of them, to 
meet at said Poor House, at least once in every six months, for 
the purpose of examining into the condition of the premises and 
treatment of the paupers; and the said Court shall have power 
to dismiss any person from the charge of said Poor House, 
whenever, in their opinion, the interest of the poor may require 
it, and generally to make such rules and regulations as to them 
may seem advisable, having due regard to economy and the com¬ 
fort of the poor. 

Sec. 5. And be if further enacted, That at the first Court 
of said Commissioners of Roads and Revenue, after said poor 
house shall be built, said Court shall appoint one discreet per¬ 
son, in each captain's beat, to act as an Overseer of the Poor, 
whose duty it shall be to report to said Court what person or 
persons are within his beat, properly the subject of charity and 
public support; and said Overseer shall continue in office for the 
term of one year. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That before any super- 
intendant shall enter upon the duties of his office, he shall enter 
into bond, with two or more good securities, in the sum of one 
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thousand dollars, payable to the J udge of the County Court of 
Butler county, and his successors in office, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of, the duties of his office. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That all laws and parts 
Repeal, of laws, contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed.

[No. 6] AN ACT 

To change the time of holding the Winter Term of the County 
Court, in and for the County of Greene. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep-

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all laws and parts 
Repeal, of laws conflicting with this act, be and they are hereby repealed.

[No. 7.] AN ACT 

In relation to costs of Prosecutions, in Criminal Cases, in Mobile 
County. 

WHEREAS, in a large number of Criminal cases in Mobile 
County, the defendants upon conviction are insolvent, and 
unable to pay the costs of prosecution. 

Section 1. Therefore, be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in General 
Assembly convened, That in all State cases in Mobile county, 
in which the defendants, after conviction, have been, or shall be, 
unable to pay the costs of prosecutions, the same shall be paid 
out of the fines and forfeitures, which have accrued or may 
accrue in criminal cases in Mobile County. 

Approved, January 12, 1844. 
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[No. 8] AN ACT 

To legalize a certain Term of the County Court of Tuscaloosa 
County therein named. 

WHEREAS, by an act pasqed at the last Session of the Legisla 
ture, approved February 13th, 1843, it was enacted, that the 
then next ensuing term of the County Court of Tuscaloosa 
County should be holden as theretofore, on the third Monday in 
J uly, in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, 
and thereafter the terms of said Court should be holden on the 
second Mondays in May and December in each and every year; 
and whereas, under the provisions of said act, various processes 
have been issued, and made returnable to a term of said Court to 
he holden on the second Monday in December, Anno Domini, 
eighteen hundred and forty-three ; and whereas, doubts have 
arisen whether the above mentioned act authorized a term of 
said Court to be held at the time last aforesaid; therefore for the 
better solution of such doubts, and for the safety and protection 
of suitors. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That a term of the County Court shall be held on 
the second Monday in December, eighteen hundred and forty- 
three, and that all process' heretofore made returnable to a term 
of said Court to be held at that time shall be held good and 
valid so far forth as concerns the time and term of said Court at, 
and to which they may have been made returnable, any law to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

[No. 9.] AN ACT 

I n aid of the County Treasury of Russell County, &c. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That James Daniel, Abraham P. Watt, George W. 
Dallas, and William Davis the Commissioners of Roads and 
Revenue in the County of Russell, and their successors in office, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to sell at public sale upon 
reasonable notice, all the unsold lots in the town of Crawford, 
(late Crockettsville,) in the County of Russell, and pay over the 
proceeds to the County Treasurer of said county to be applied 
to county purposes. 
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Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That J ohn Segar, the 

J ohn Segar Treasurer of the said town of Crawford, be authorized to pay over 
may pay over all money he may have in his hands, received from the sale of 
moneys, lots in the said town, to the Treasurer of said County, and that 
J ohn Sear, Henry Mofett, William D. Hargrove, J ames W. 

Hunter, and Hartwell B Green, the Commissioners of the said 
town be thereupon released and discharged from all liability 
rising out of, and depending upon their said office, and all 
laws and parts of laws contravening the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed.

[No. 10.] AN ACT 

In relation to the nomination of Bank Directors. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That so much of the several acts passed at the last 
session of the General Assembly, requiring the Governor to 
nominate to the General Assembly, Directors to be chosen for 
the Bank of the State of Alabama, and the several Branch 
Banks, at the commencement of each annual session of the Legis¬ 
lature, be, and the sane are hereby repealed; and that hereafter 
it shall be the duty of the Governor to nominate Bank Directors 
in pursuance of the said several acts, at any time after the third 
week of each annual session.

[No. 11.] AN ACT 

To revive and continue in force, an act, entitled an act to 
authorize the Commissioners Court of Butler County to levy 
an additional tax. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the first section of an act, entitled an act to 
authorize the Commissioners' Court of Butler County to levy an 
additional tax, approved fourteenth February, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-three be, and the same is hereby con¬ 
tinued in force.

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[No. 12] AN ACT 

Concerning the Circuit Courts of Dallas County. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the Circuit Courts for the County of Dallas 
shall be held until the business shall be finished ; and for this 
purpose juries shall be drawn and summoned in the manner now 
prescribed by law to attend said Courts, from week to week, 
until the docket may be disposed of. 

Approved, J anuary 10, 1844. 


[No. 13.] AN ACT 

For the relief of Bridget O'Brien. 

WHEREAS, Michael 'O'Brien, deceased, late of the County of 
Perry, died intestate, leaving a widow, Bridget O'Brien, who, 
by reason or alienage, in incapable in law of taking the estates 
of the said Michael O'Brien, deceased, for remedy whereof- 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the said Bridget O'Brien be, and she is hereby 
declared able and capable in law of taking by descent or dis¬ 
tribution, the estate of her late husband, in the same manner 
as if she was not an alien: Provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to the prejudice of the rights of 
the creditors of the same estate.

[No. 14.] AN ACT 

To divorce J ohn W. J ones from his wife, Minerva J ones. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That in pursuance of a decree of the Chancery 
Court, held in the Town of Huntsville, in the County of Madi¬ 
son, that the bonds of matrimony heretofore solemnized be¬ 
tween J ohn W. J ones and his wife Minerva J ones, be, and the 
same are hereby dissolved and annulled, and that the said J ohn 
W. J ones be divorced from his wife Minerva J ones, 

Approved, 14th December, 1843. 
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[No. 15.] AN ACT 

For the relief of Doctor Thomas Moody, of the County of 
Clarke. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened; That Doctor Thomas Moody, of the County of 
Clarke, be, and he is hereby made able and capable in law, to 
sue for and recover compensation for professional services, in 
the same manner as if he, had been permitted to practice Medi¬ 
cine and Surgery, according to the law now in force; and that 
the said Thomas Moody may practice his profession as hereto¬ 
fore, without being liable to the penalties of the law in such 
cases provided.

[No. 16.] AN ACT 

To reduce the fees of J urors , and Witnesses in the County 

of Tallapoosa. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That J urors and Witnesses in all cases tried in a 
Court of Record in and for the County of Tallapoosa, shall re¬ 
ceive the sum of one dollar per diem for their services, and no 
more; this act to take effect from and after its passage, any 
law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Approved, 1st January, 1844. 


[No. 17. AN ACT 

To change the names of certain persons therein mentioned. 

Section 1. And it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the names of Elizabeth J ane McCay and 
Josephine Renfrow, of Jackson County, minors, be, and they 
are hereby changed, and they shall hereafter be severally called 
and known by the names of Elizabeth J ane Newberry and 
J osephine Newberry. 


Approved, 1st January, 1844. 
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[No. 18.] AN ACT 

To amend the charter of the "Marine Rail-Way and I nsurance 
Company of Mobile." 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate, and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That the " Mobile Marine Rail-Way and Insurance May lend or 

Company," be and is hereby authorized to lend its surplus funds invest surplus 

in any of the public stocks of the State of Alabama, or of the funds. 

United States, or to invest the same in any real or personal 
securities, anything in the, charter of said Incorporation to the 
contrary notwithstanding: Provided, That this shall not 
authorize said Company to invest any portion of it, funds in the 
Stock of the State, created for the purpose of raising capital for 
any of the Banks of this State. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That this act shall not be 
construed, so as to enable the said Company to issue for circua- Prohibition, 

tion any notes or bills, in the nature of Bank notes, or to issue 
any paper to he used as money.

[No. 19.] AN ACT 

In relation to certain escheated property, in the County of 

Dallas. 

WHEREAS, divers acts have been passed by the Legislature of 
this State for the relief of J ames W. Kelly, and his wife 
Cassandra, concerning certain escheated property in the County 
of Dallas, belonging to the estate of Christopher Plunhett and 
Matthew Plunkett, by which said acts, such portion of the said 
estates, as belonged to Christopher Plunkett in his life time, have 
been conveyed away to the said J ames W. Kelly and Cassandra 
his wife. 

Section 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State, of Alabama in General 
Assembly convened, That William E. Bird, J udge of the 
County Court of, said county, shall be entitled to have and 
receive such fees as he would have been entitled to, had not such 
acts been passed, and that he shall be entitled to receive the 
same, out of any escheated property belonging to said county. 


Approved, J anuary 11, 1844. 
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[No. 20.] AN ACT 

Extending to the County of St. Clair the provisions of certain 
acts therein named. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the provisions of an act entitled an act relative 
to J ustices Courts, and for other purposes, in certain counties 
therein named, approved February fifth, one thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and forty, and also the provisions of an act entitled an act to 
establish jury trials in J ustices Courts in certain counties in this 
State and to regulate the proceedings therein, approved December 
thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, be, and 
the same are hereby extended to the County of St. Clair, and 
said acts are to be in full force and effect in said County of St. 

Clair, from and after the first day of March next.

[No. 21. ] AN ACT 

To regulate the working of Roads in Baldwin County, in cer¬ 
tain cases. 

WHEREAS, several citizens of Baldwin County, living upon 
the Alabama River, own a large number of slaves, in the forks 
of the Tombigby and Alabama Rivers, in the County of Clarke ; 
and whereas, there are no public roads nearer than fifteen or 
twenty miles in said County of Clarke, and thus the owners of 
Preamble. said slaves are exempt from doing their share of road duty; 
and whereas, the roads in Baldwin near which the owners re¬ 
side, run through a sparsely settled country, and the duty of 
working is therefore, thrown upon a few; Therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That the Commissioners of Roads and Revenue in 
How regulat- Baldwin County are hereby authorized and empowered in ap¬ 
ed. portioning hands upon the Road in said County upon which 

the citizens of said County are now required to work, they 
shall apportion on said Road, the slaves belonging to citi¬ 
zens in the same manner as is now prescribed by law, and as 
if they resided in the County of Baldwin. 


Approved, January 1st, 1844. 
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[No. 22.] AN ACT 

Concerning the County Taxes of Monroe County. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the J udge of the County Court, and the Com¬ 
missioners of Roads and Revenue of the County of Monroe, 
be, and they are hereby authorized to levy and collect such 
tax not exceeding the present State Tax, as they may think 
necessary to defray the expenses of said County. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That all laws and parts 
of laws, contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Approved, 19th December, 1843. 


[No. 23.] AN ACT 

To compensate Tales J urors in the County of St. Clair. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, all tales 
J urors in the County St. Clair, shall receive the same pay her 
diem, that regular drawn J urors now receive, for every day 
they actually serve as J urors, any law to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing.

[No. 24.] AN ACT 

To change the time of holding the County Court of Russell 
County. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That the County Court in Russell County be so al¬ 
tered as to be holden on the first Monday in J uly, eighteen 
hundred and forty-four, and on the third Monday in J anuary, 
eighteen hundred and forty-five, and thereafter annually in 
every succeeding year.

At which time 
it is made lawful for all free white citizens over the age of twenty- 
one years, who are resident citizens of the said county, to vote 
at said election, for any place in the said county they may think 
proper; and upon casting up the votes, the two places receiving 
the greatest number of votes, shall be subjected to a second 
election: Provided, That no one place shall have received a 
majority of all the votes polled, then and in that case, the place 
Proviso, thus receiving a majority of all the votes, shall be the Seat of 
J ustice of said county, and no second election shall be held 
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Provided, further, That the present seat of J ustice nay be 
voted for and stand upon the same footing with other places 
which may be voted for. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff aforesaid, after giving twenty days' notice, to hold 
a second election on the first Monday in September next, at all 
the precincts in said county; at which time the two places hav¬ 
ing received the largest number of votes, as specified in the first 
section of this act, shall be put in nomination, and be voted for 
as in the first election ; and the place which shall receive the 
greatest number of votes at said election, on the first Monday in 
September next aforesaid, shall be the permanent Seat of J ustice

make known by public proclamation, the number of votes, the 
names of the places voted for, and the number of votes for each.

I ncorporating the Town of Union Springs, in the County of 
Macon. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That from and after the passage of this act, the 
town of Union Springs, in the County of Macon, be, and the 
same is hereby incorporated, under the name and style of the 
"I ntendant and Council, of the Town of Union Springs," and 
under that name, they shall be liable to sue and be sued, may 
plead and be impleaded, in all manner of suits, both in law 
and in equity; may have and keep a common seal, and the 
same break, alter, or amend at pleasure, and in short, shall 
have power to do all acts incident to bodies corporate; and 
may purchase, hold, and dispose of, for the benefit of said 
town, property, real, personal, or mixed, to the amount of five 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the corporate lim¬ 
its of said town of Union Springs, shall extend one half mile 
north, south, east, and west, from Cicero Broom's Hotel, at 
said Springs. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there shall be se¬ 
ven Councillors elected for said town, between the hours of 
ten o'clock, A. M., and four o'clock, P. M., on the second Sat¬ 
urday of March next; which election shall be conducted by 
Cicero Broom, Angus C. Hawkins, and William H. Waugh, 
any two of whom shall leave power to act, and shall give cer¬ 
tificates of election to the seven persons who shall have receiv¬ 
ed the highest number of votes: Provided, The said managers, 
before they enter on the duties herein assigned theirs, shall take 
an oath before a J ustice of the Peace, to conduct the said elec¬ 
tion according to law.

ous place, within the limits of said incorporation. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That within five days 
after said election is holders, the Councillors elected shall con- 
Organization vene in some suitable place in said town, and take and subscribe 
of Board. an oath, before a J ustice of the Peace, or some person authorized 
to administer the same, faithfully to discharge the duties to 
them committed, without favor, affection, or partiality; and to 
support the Constitution of the United States, and of the State 
of Alabama, a certificate of which oath shall be filed with the 
Clerk of the Board of Councillors. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That when said Councillors 
Intendant. are qualified, as herein before provided, they shall proceed 
forthwith, to elect by a majority of votes from their own body, 
an Intendant, whose jurisdiction shall extend to all laws passed 
by the Incorporation for its government; and in the absence, or 
incapacity of the I ntendant, any member may be called to the 
chair; the Intendant shall approve all ordinances, that may be 
passed by the Board, and shall be ex-officio J ustice of the 
Peace, for all purposes connected with said Corporation, and 
tile enforcement of its laws, and shall be entitled to receive 
for his services in enforcing the laws of the Corporation, the 
same fees as are allowed to the J ustices of the Peace in the Coun¬ 
ty of Macon. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the Board of I n- 
tendant and Councillors, or a majority of them, shall have 
power to pass by-laws and ordinances for the government of 
Powers of said town, riot inconsistent with the Constitution or laws of 
Board. this State, to appoint a Clerk, a Treasurer, a Marshal, and 
such other officers for said town, as they, may deem proper for 
the good government of the same; and said Board shall pre¬ 
scribe the duties and compensation of said officers, and the 
same remove at pleasure, for neglect of duty, or mal-practice 
in office; and said Board may require such bonds from, their 
several officers, as they way deem proper to ensure the faith¬ 
ful performance of their respective duties. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That said Councillors or 
Board, shall have exclusive control over the public streets, al- 
J urisdiction. leys, public springs, arid wells, and all public works belonging 
to said Corporation; shall have power to enact and enforce pat¬ 
rol laws, quell riots, and disturbances, suppress indecent and 
disorderly conduct, prevent and remove nuisances, punish of¬ 
fenders against the by-laws, and pass and enforce all ordinances 
that may tend to promote the peace and harmony, good order, 
health and well being of the citizens of said incorporation: 

Provided, That no fine, in any one case, shall exceed twenty 
dollars. 
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Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the said Board, 
or a majority of them, shall have full power to levy such tax 
upon the citizens living or holding property, within the limits 
of said incorporation, as may be necessary, not exceeding fifty 
cents on each white male person over twenty-one years of age, 
and twelve and half cents on each negro, eighteen years old 
and upwards; and at the rate of ten cents, for one hundred dol¬ 
lars on all goods and chatties, lands and tenements being with¬ 
in the limits aforesaid; to levy such tax on all itinerant mer¬ 
chants, peelers, hawkers, and tracers, as they may think pro¬ 
per: Provided, that in no one case, shall the tax so levied ex¬ 
ceed twenty dollars. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That from and after 
the passage of this act, it shall not be lawful for any person or 
persons, to vend ardent spirits within the corporate limits of 
said town, under the penalty of one thousand dollars: Provid¬ 
ed, This act stall not extend to persons now retailing under li¬ 
cense from the county, until their license expires; and the Coun¬ 
ty Court shall not have power to authorize any license to be is¬ 
sued authorizing the retail of ardent spirits within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of said town, after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That the officers of 
said corporation shall keep a record of their proceedings, and 
no by-law shall be in force, until it has been posted in some 
conspicuous place within said corporation, for at least ten con¬ 
secutive days. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That the citizens of 
said town shall not be compelled to work upon, or open roads 
beyond the limits of said Incorporation.

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the first election for 
Intendant and Councilmen, shall be conducted by Moses Cox, 

Samuel G. Beckwith, and J ohn G. Woodson, or any two of First election, 

them ; and all subsequent elections, shall be conducted by any 
three persons to be appointed by the Board of I ntendant and 
Councillors of the Town of Girard, and said managers of elec¬ 
tions, shall give at least ten days notice of the time and place of 
said election, in posting the same at any two public places in 
said town; the polls to be kept open from ten o'clock, A. M. 
to one o'clock, P. M., at each election ; and the Intendant and 
Councillors before entering on the duties of their office, shall 
take and subscribe the following oath, before the J udge of the 
County Court, or any J ustice of the Peace for said county, viz: Qualification 

"I do solemnly swear, (or affirm, as the case may be,) that I will of officers, 

well and truly, and to the best of my knowledge and ability 
execute the duties of Intendant, (for Intendant,) Councillor, (for 
Councilmen) of the town of Girard, without fear, favor or parti¬ 
ality. So help me God." 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That any elector of said 
town, who is of the age of twenty-one years or upwards, shall be 
eligible, either to the office of I ntendant or Councilman, and Eligibility of 
should the said Intendant remove from the said town, or be voters, 

absent therefrom for three months at any one time, without the 
consent of the Councillors, his office shall be vacated : and 
should any Councilman remove from said town, or shall be 
absent for three months, at any one time, without the consent of 
the Intendant, and the other Councillors, his or their office 
shall be vacated ; and it shall be the duty of the remaining part 
of the board, forthwith to supply the vacancy or vacancies so 
occuring. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That in the event of any 
vacancy occuring in the office of Intendant, either by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, the Councillors shall choose one of 
their body, Intendant pro tempore, who shall continue in office Vacancies, 

as Intendant, until the next succeeding annual election ; and if 
any vacancy shall happen in the Board of Councillors, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, then, and in that case, it shall be the 
duty of the I ntendant to appoint managers to hold an election to 
fill such vacancy or vacancies, who shall, after giving five days 
previous notice, proceed to open the polls for such election, and 
after the same it shall be their duty to make known to the sucess- 
ful condidate his election. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That all white free male citi¬ 
zens of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall 
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Qualification have resided within the limits of said town three months, 
of voters. immediately preceding an election for I ntendant and Councillors, 
or either of them, and all house holders, or free holders therein, 

Who shall have resided within the limits 1844.of said town, one 
month previous to said election, shall be deemed qualified voters 
at said election for I ntendant and Councillors, or either of them. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the I ntendant and 
Powers. Councillors, or a majority of them, shall have power to adjourn 
their meetings, from time to time : Provided, The I ntendant 
Proviso. may from time to time, and at any time, call a meeting of the 
Councillors by written notice, designating the time and place of 
meeting ; and on application of any two or more Councillors, 
the I ntendant shall call a meeting in like manner; they shall 
keep a journal of their proceedings, and record all their official 
acts and doings, and the yeas and nays on every question or sub¬ 
ject, shall be taken and recorded, at the request of any member 
of the board, and all deliberations of said I ntendant and Council 
shall be public.

and alter the same as shall be deemed expedient. The said Inten- 
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dant and Council shall appoint a Clerk, a Treasurer, a Marshal, 
and an Assessor, and such other subordinate officers as they may 
deem expedient and necessary, and require such security for the 
faithful discharge of their duties, as may be deemed adequate 
and said Board of Intendant and Councilmen may impose ap¬ 
propriate fines, penalties, and forfeitures for the breach of their 
ordinances and by-laws, not to exceed fifty dollars for every 
offence; recoverable with costs, in the name of the Intendant 
and Council of the Town of Girard, for the use of said town, 
before the I ntendant thereof, for which suit may be commenced 
by warrant returnable forthwith : Provided, That all ordinances 
and by-laws shall be subject to repeal by the Legislature of this 
State, and that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to prevent appeals to the Circuit and County Courts, in the 
same manner, and under the same rules and regulations, as 
appeals are taken from J ustices of the Peace. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the said Intendant 
and Council shall have power to levy and collect a tax on real 
estate, not exceeding twenty-five cents on every one hundred 
dollars worth, when the lots are improved with a house, or 
houses and enclosure; and not exceeding one dollar on every one 
hundred dollars worth, when not improved with a house or 
houses and enclosure; and not exceeding fifty cents on every 
one hundred dollars worth of stock in trade, and all other per¬ 
sonal property kept within the corporate limits of the Town of 
Girard : Provided, The tax on real and personal estate be laid 
in proportion to the value thereof, according to an assessment 
and valuation, given by the owner or owners, his, her, or their 
agent, or by the assessor appointed by the I ntendant and Coun¬ 
cil ; and should any person think his or her property assessed 
too high, he or she shall have a right to complain to the Inten¬ 
dant and Council, who shall consider and reduce said assessment, 
if in their opinion, it has been placed too high by said assessor, 
and their opinion shall be final.

To raise a Revenue for the support of the State Government, and 
to maintain the faith and credit of the State of Alabama. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That all lands within this State liable to taxation, shall 
be divided into four classes:— Lands of the first quality or class, 
shall be valued at sixteen dollars per acre; of the second class, 
at ten dollars; of the third class, at four dollars; and of the fourth 
class, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre: and the 
owner, or person giving in the same, shall state on oath, the class 
to which he or she believes his or her lands belong; and all lands 
shall be returned, and the taxes thereon paid, to the assessor or 
collector, as the case may be, of the County wherein the same 
may lie. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That where, by reason of 
proximity to a city or town, or navigable water course, any of 
the lands liable to taxation shall be of greater value than the 
class to which, by the foregoing section of this bill, then would 
be properly assigned, then such lands, so increased in value, shall 
be taxed at their value, to be estimated by the owner or person 
giving in the same, on oath; and whenever such lands shall not 
be given in for taxation, or if the assessor shall believe that the 
same have not been valued sufficiently high, he shall proceed to 
have the same valued, as prescribed by the existing law. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there shall be levied 
and collected, upon all lands subject to taxation in this State, 
twenty cents for every hundred dollars' value thereof, to be as¬ 
certained as aforesaid; upon all lots or buildings, in any city or 
corporate town, twenty cents upon each hundred dollars' value 
thereof, to be ascertained by the person giving in the same, on 
oath; and if the owner of such lots or buildings shall fail or re¬ 
fuse to give in the same, then it shall be the duty of the assessor 
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to proceed to ascertain the value of the same, as prescribed in 
the second section of this act, in relation to lands.

[No. 216.] AN ACT 

To incorporate the Town of Huntsville. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the inhabitants of the town of Huntsville shall 
be, and continue a body politic and corporate, by the name, Corporate 
"The Mayor and Aldermen of Huntsville and by their cor- name and 
porate name may sue and be stied, implead and be impleaded, style 
grant, receive, and do all other acts as natural persons, and may 
purchase and hold real, personal, and mixed property, or dis¬ 
pose of the same for the benefit of said town ; and may have 
and use a town seal, which may be broken or altered at 
pleasure. 
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Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That hereafter, the cor¬ 
porate jurisdiction, rights, privileges, duties, and restrictions 
Limits of hereby given, or herein contained, shall arise, exist, and ex- 
Town. tend, in and over a superficial square, viz : a square whose cen¬ 

tre will be the centre of the public square in Huntsville, and 
whose four boundary lines, each of which is to be one mile in 
length, and run parallel with a corresponding boundary line of 
the present public square in said town, will embrace an area of 
one mile square, and the inhabitants. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That said corporation 
shall consist of a Mayor and eight Aldermen, who shall be 
Mayor and elected as follows : on the third Monday in December of each 
Aldermen; year, there shall be elected two Aldermen for each of the four

The qualified voters of said corpo¬ 
ration shall, also, at the same time and place, elect a Mayor, 
who shall, before said J udge or Clerk, take an oath to perform 
without favor or partiality, the duties of Mayor, of which a 
like record shall be kept; and said Mayor and Aldermen shall 
continue in office until their successors are qualified. If said 
sheriff shall fail to hold such election, he shall advertise in three 
public places of said town, another day for holding the same, 
not above ten days next after the regular day, and on such 
Vacancies other day, shall open and hold an election in the manner afore¬ 
said; and if, during the term, any one of the Mayor or Aider- 
men die, remove, refuse wholly to act, or be disabled from act¬ 
ing, the other Aldermen shall, by ballot, elect another one in 
his stead, whose qualifications shall be as above described, 
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The office of Mayor or Aldermen shall alone be filled by a 
freeholder residing within the corporation ; and if any one or 
more, who shall be elected Aldermen, shall refuse to qualify, 
the said sheriff shall give notice for, and hold an election to sup¬ 
ply the vacancy, as above prescribed. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That a majority of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, shall constitute a quorum to transact the Quorum of 
business of the Board, they fix their own sessions, and at any Board, 
time a special session may be called by the summon of the 
Mayor, at his own option, or at the request of any two of the 
Aldermen. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the Mayor shall 
possess within the incorporated limits, all the powers and juris¬ 
diction of a J ustice of the Peace, in civil and criminal cases, Mayor's juris- 
and to be subject to all corresponding duties and responsibili- diction 
ties, and for his services in such cases, shall be entitled to the 
fees allowed by law to a J ustice of the Peace; and then his 
signature or act as Mayor, shall be of equal force as if done by 
him expressly as a J ustice. He shall, moreover, have exclu¬ 
sive original jurisdiction to hear, adjudge, and determine all 
prosecutions, controversies, or matters, out of the orders, regu¬ 
lations, and ordinances of the Board, such as fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties inflicted, and the summary remedies to be given 
against the officers of the corporation : Provided, The sum in 
question does not exceed fifty dollars ; and from his decision or Proviso, 
judgment in any case, of either breach of his jurisdiction, the par¬ 
ty desiring it, may have art appeal, or certiorari, in order to have 
a new trial in the County or Circmt Court of said county, under 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the laws of the State, 
for an appeal or certiorari from the judgment of a J ustice of 
the Peace. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power to appoint a Constable, Clerk, Mayor and

regulating and licensing auctioneers, commission merchants, 
and the keepers or owners of billiard tables; to restrain and 
prohibit gambling; to regulate and establish markets, and to 
rent out the stalls in the same, and to prohibit the selling of 
meats, poultry, fish, or game, except at the public market or 
markets ; to take care of, preserve, remove, designate and re¬ 
gulate all burying grounds belonging to said corporation; and, 
in general, to impose and enforce appropriate fines, forfeitures, 
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and penalties, for the non performance or the violation of their 
ordinances, so that in no case the same shall not exceed the 
sum of fifty dollars.

or drunk in and about the streets, or loitering in and about tip¬ 
pling houses, or who can show no reasonable course of busi¬ 
ness or employment in the town; all who have no fixed place 
of residence, or cannot give a good account of themselves; all 
who are grossly indecent in language or behaviour, publicly its 
the streets, and all prostitutes, or such as lead notoriously a 
lewd or lascivious course of life, to give security for their good 
behaviour for a reasonable time, and to indemnify the town 
against any charge for their support; and in case of their refu¬ 
sal or inability to give such security, to cause them to be confi¬ 
ned to labor, for a limited time, not exceeding four calender 
months, unless stick security shall be sooner given; which said 
labor shall be such as be designated by the Mayor and Aider- 
men, for the general benefit of the town ; and that the labor so

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly

Commission- Clifton, and Asa R. Brindley, be, and they are hereby appoint¬ 
ed; their ed Commissioners for the purposes hereinafter declared, and as 
powers and such, they, or a majority of them, are hereby authorized and 

duties. required to assemble at Cedar Bluff, in Cherokee county, on or 

before the first Monday in March next, and proceed to ascer¬ 
tain the centre of said county agreeable to the map and sur¬ 
vey, trade and reported to the last General Assembly, by Asa 
W. Allen, in conformity to a resolution passed at a previous 
session of the Legislature; and that said Commissioners may 
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effect the same correctly, they shall call to their aid one or more 
competent mathematicians, and if the centre thus ascertained

at the several election precincts in said county for the Perma¬ 
nent location of a County Site, at which election all persons 
entitled to vote for members of the General Assembly, shall be 
permitted to vote, either for "Cedar Bluff," or "Centre," and 
the said Sheriff shall cause the election to be conducted, and the 
returns made in the same manner now required in general elec¬ 
tions, and within three days thereafter, shall make a return to

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the Corporation of the City of Mobile shall, 
hereafter, consist of a Mayor, Board of Aldermen, and Board 
of Common Council; and shall be known and styled as the 
"Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the City of Mo- Name and 
bile and by their corporate name, may sue, and be sued, im- style of Cor- 
plead, and be impleaded, grant, receive, and do all other acts, as poration. 
natural persons ; and may purchase and hold real, personal, and 
mixed property, not exceeding, at any one time, five hundred 
thousand dollars, or dispose of the same for the benefit of the 
said City; and may have and use a City Seal, which may be bro¬ 
ken or altered at pleasure.

proved eleventh February, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-three, and except also, the eighteenth section of an act 
entitled an act to alter and amend the charter incorporating 
the City of Mobile, passed December twenty-fourth, one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and twenty-four, which provides for the re¬ 
peat of the act to incorporate an Aqueduct Company in the 
City of Mobile, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 50. And be it further enacted, That the term for 
which the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen and Common 
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Council were elected on the first Monday of November, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-three, which by law, expires 
on the first Monday of November, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-four, shall be extended to the first Monday of De- 
Powers ex-cember thereafter, with, all the power and authority by law now 
tended. vested in them, and that said Boards are hereby authorized to

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

I n relation to the preservation of the Faith and Credit of the State. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, That the preser¬ 
vation of the faith and credit of the State of Alabama, is an object of 
the deepest solicitude with this General Assembly, and one worthy of 
the most zealous energies of every patriotic citizen. 

Resolved further, That this General Assembly look with pride and 
pleasure upon the fact, that, while other States, with more abundant 
sources of available revenue, have failed to meet punctually their pe¬ 
cuniary engagements, Alabama has faithfully and fully complied with 
her own, and has, at all times, been ready to discharge promptly, the 
interest upon her liabilities, as it became due. 

Resolved further, That this General Assembly regard the pecuniary 
liabilities of the State of Alabama, as binding upon her citizens, both 
in law and conscience; and that her people are too honest, and her 
legislators too trustworthy, to attempt any measure, of which the result 
would be, either directly or indirectly, to impair confidence in her honor, 
or awaken just anxieties in the minds of her creditors. 

Resolved further, That, with a sincere confidence in the honesty of 
the people of the State of Alabama, and a like assurance of their entire 
resignation to the imposition of such pecuniary burdens as may be ne¬ 
cessary to maintain the faith and credit of the State, we pledge our¬ 
selves, each to the other, to the maintenance of a spirit of all proper 
economy and retrenchment in our State expenditures, and to the dis¬ 
continuance of all attempts to blot the fair escutcheon of our common¬ 
wealth with the odious stain of repudiation.

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JOINT MEMORIAL 

To Congress, in relation to a certain Mail Route, therein named. 

WE, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Ala¬ 
bama in General Assembly convened, would respectfully represent, 
that at present, a large, respectable, and enterprising portion of the cit¬ 
izens of this State, are cut off from speedy communication with the Seat 
of Government of our State. 

We would further represent, that, a weekly stage line from Tusca¬ 
loosa to Tuscumbia, would remedy this deprivation. The line leaving 
Tuscaloosa, and passing through New Lexington, leaving the Byler 
turnpike at some convenient point, passing through Russellville or 
Newbergh, thence to Tuscumbia, where it would intersect with the 
great line from Nashville to New Orleans, and also with the great 
southern route from Charleston to Memphis. 

We believe such a line is demanded by the wants of the people 
whose agricultural and commercial interests are involved: in the estab¬ 
lishment of such line: Therefore, 

Section 1. Be it Resolved by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That 
our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives reques¬ 
ted, to use all fair and honorable meals to procure the passage of an 
act by Congress, establishing such line. 

Sec 2. And be it resolved, That the Governor be requested to fur¬ 
nish each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress, with a copy 
of these Resolutions.

JOINT RESOLUTION 

For the relief of Hudson W. Nelson, Tax Collector of Shelby County. 

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That, 
Hudson W. Nelson, tax collector of Shelby county, for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-three, be, and he is hereby allowed 
until the first day of March next, to complete the collection of taxes of 
said county, and to make final settlement and payment of the State and 
County tax of said county: Provided, That the securities of said Hud¬ 
son W. Nelson, give their assent thereto, in writing, to be filed in the 
office of the clerk of the county court of said county, any law or 
usage to the contrary notwithstanding.

Rescinding a certain Contract therein named. 

WHEREAS, it appears from the petition of the inhabitants of town¬ 
ship seventeen, range one, east, in the county of Marengo, that they 
are desirous that the contracts for the sale of their sixteenth section, be 
rescinded: Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the contract 
made by Benjamin Cheney, William T. Cheney, H. B. Mitchell, and 
Jacob Mitchell, and the School Commissioners of township seventeen, 
range one, east, in the county of Marengo, for the purchase of the six¬ 
teenth section, in said township, be, and the same is hereby rescinded 
and annulled ; and the notes executed by the above mentioned first 
parties, are hereby declared null and void. 

Resolved further, That the Banks holding said notes on deposite, 
are hereby required to deliver them to the parties entitled to them 
under the provisions of these resolutions. 

And be it further resolved, That upon delivery of said notes to the 
payors, or their order, all the rents, rights, profits, and title to said six¬ 
teenth section, shall revert and belong to the inhabitants of said town¬ 
ship, in as full, perfect, and complete a manner, as if no sale thereof had 
ever been made : Provided, That the purchasers of said sixteenth sec¬ 
tion, and a majority of the qualified voters of said township, assent to 
the rescission of said contract.

JOINT RESOLUTION 
In relation to certain Mail Routes. 

Section 1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our 
Senators be instructed, and our Representatives be requested, to use 
their best efforts to procure the establishing of a daily mail tome from 
Montgomery in Alabama, via Franklin, Oak Bowry, and Cusetah to 
West Point, Georgia, from thence to Madison in Georgia, via La 
Grange, Greenville, and Griffin; and also, to make the Post Office at 
Tuscaloosa a distributing office ; and also, to establish a line of four 
horse coaches, to be run three times a week, between Courtland and 
Tuscaloosa, and a tri-weekly route from Elyton, in Jefferson county, to 
Cedar Bluff, in Cherokee county, via Ashville and Tuskegee town.

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JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

Of I nstruction, on the subject of changing the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The Committee on Federal Relations, to which was referred certain 
Resolutions of the State of Massachusetts, proposing to change the 
Constitution of the United States, in such manner as to deprive the 
slave holding States of their present proportion of representation in 
Congress, have had the subject under consideration, and instructed me 
to report the following resolves, and respectfully ask their passage: 

The General Assembly of the State of Alabama will, in no event, 
give countenance to this proposition of Massachusetts. The provision 
proposed to be stricken from the Constitution, contains within it, the 
terms upon which the Union was formed, and any attempt now to 
change it, and thereby disturb the confederacy, ought not to be made. 
Alabama views all such attempts as evidences of bad faith on the part 
of a sister State ; having a direct tendency to weaken the bonds of mu¬ 
tual interest and good feeling which has hitherto bound us together 
Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the proposi¬ 
tion of Massachusetts so to change the Constitution of the United 
States, is considered wholly inadmissable by the people of Alabama. 

Resolved further, 1st. That our Senators in Congress be instructed, 
and our Representatives requested, to use their utmost exertions against 
the proposed amendment of the Constitution of the United States to ex¬ 
clude the representation of "three-fifths of all other persons." 

2nd. And be it further resolved, That it be made the duty of His 
Excellency the Governor, to forward a copy of the foregoing resolu¬ 
tions to each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

JOINT RESOLUTION 
In regard to the State of Georgia. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the State of Alabama 
will support the State of Georgia in all proper and needful enactments, 
intended to enable the State of Georgia to sustain herself against ag¬ 
gressions upon her rights of sovereignty; among which we hold the 
right to pass laws preventing the ingress of free negroes into her terri¬ 
tory.

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JOINT RESOLUTION 

For the relief of Lorenzo Walker, and his wife Pheraba, of Fayette 

County. 

WHEREAS, Lorenzo Walker, a free man of color, and his wife, Pher¬ 
aba, who are both now, and for some years have been, citizens of the 
county of Fayette, have been emancipated by their master, Robert 
Logan, in due form of law ;and whereas, by their industry, persever¬ 
ance, and general good deportment, the said Lorenzo Walker and his 
wife Pheraba, have accumulated property in said county; and whereas, 
the said Lorenzo, and his said wife, have ample testimonials of good 
character: Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the said 
Lorenzo Walker, and his said wife, in consideration of the premises, 
be, and, they are hereby allowed and permitted, to remain in the said 
county of Fayette, as if there were no law to the contrary : Provided, 

The said Lorenzo Walker, and his said wife, give bond, with good and 
sufficient security to be approved by the J udge of the County Court of 
said county, in the sum of twelve hundred dollars, conditioned for their 
Good behaviour while residents in said county; and conditioned further, 
that neither of them shall ever become a charge upon any town or 
county in this State.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

Of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama, 
upon the subject of Postage. 

WHEREAS, serious inconvenience has resulted to the citizens of this 
State, from the existing rates of postage on letters; and whereas, we 
believe that the Post Office charges should be regulated by the national 
Currency . Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our Senators 
in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives requested, to use 
their best exertions to modify the present charges on letters, so as to 
comport with our national currency. 

Resolved further, That the Governor, be requested to transmit a 
copy of this preamble and joint, resolutions to our Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives in Congress.

Relative to Manufactures within the State Penitentiary. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the I nspectors of 
the State Penitentiary, be required to ascertain, by correspondence, 
from such sources as will be most likely to afford correct information, 
the amount, kind, and cost of the various articles of machinery, as well 
as of the character and cost of any additional buildings, if any, neces¬ 
sary and proper to be used in the Penitentiary, for the manufacture of 
rope and bagging from cotton and hemp, or from either separately ; 
also, the number of convicts necessary to be employed at the machinery 
for the manufacture of either cotton or hemp into the above articles. 

Resolved further, That the Inspectors be required to ascertain the 
exact cost to the State, of the manufacture of each and every species 
of manufacture now carried on in the Penitentiary. 

Resolved further, That the I nspectors be required to report to the 
next General Assembly, fully and in detail, the result of their inquiries 
upon the subject contained in the foregoing resolutions; and that they 
accompany their report with such correspondence as they may have 
had in reference to the subject.

In regard to a portion of the Sixteenth Section, Township twelve, 

Range twenty-three, in the County of Pike. 

WHEREAS, Elisha A. Sellers did become the purchaser of a portion 
of the sixteenth section of township twelve, of range twenty-three, and 
complied with the terms of said purchase, by giving his several notes:

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, That the Governor be, 
and he is hereby authorized, to cause the sale of all, or any portion of 
the real or personal property, belonging to the State Bank, or either of 
the Branch Banks, to be postponed to some future day, not beyond the 
first Monday of April, one thousand eight hundred and forty-four, if, 
in his opinion, the interest of the State will be promoted by such post¬ 
ponement.

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That 
the President and Directors of the State Bank and its several Branches, 
are hereby required to permit all persons indebted to the several sit- 
teenth sections in this State, for the purchase money of the several 
sixteenth sections sold, or money loaned by the State Bank or any of 
its Branches, out of the moneys paid into Bank by the purchasers of 
the sixteenth sections, to extend the debts now due, and running to 
maturity during the present year, until the first of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-five, by paying the interest on the same, and 
giving additional security if required.

JOINT MEMORIAL 

To the Congress of the United States, on the subject of the Pre 
emption Laws. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled: 

The Memorial of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, 
respectfully represents, that the wise policy of the Government of the 
United States, in relation to the Public Lands, in the passage of the 
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late Pre-emption laws, has been, owing to the extraordinary pressure of 
the times, and derangement of the currency of the country during the 
last five or six years, partially defeated, and many industrious, enter¬ 
prising, and meritorious citizens deprived of the weans of purchasing 
the homes intended to be secured by those benevolent laws. 

The General Assembly further represent, that, owing to the causes 
above named, as well as to the great reduction, during that period, of 
every article of agricultural production, and of property generally, a 
most respectable portion of the settlers on the Public Lands in this 
State, and especially in the Cherokee purchase; have been unable to 
realize the advantage intended to be secured to them by the Pre-emp¬ 
tion laws of one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight and one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and forty. Their settlements were consequently 
offered for sale, but owing to the great scarcity of specie funds, were 
not sold ; they will be shortly subject to general entry, and without the 
timely interposition of Congress, it is apprehended that this meritorious 
class of citizens will be ousted of their possessions by another class, who 
are ever ready to take advantage of the necessities and misfortunes of 
the poor but hardy and industrious pioneer of the west. 

For the reasons above set forth, the General Assembly pray your 
Honorable Bodies, to extend the right of Pre-emption two years to the 
settlers above described, that they may be enabled to enter their lands, 
in preference to those who may be disposed to make a general entry. 

Resolved therefore, by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our 
Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives requested, 
to rise their best exertions to carry out the views contained in the fore¬ 
going preamble and resolution; and that His Excellency the Governor, 
cause copies of this preamble and resolution to be forwarded to them.

JOINT RESOLUTION 

For the relief of Isaac Swan, Tax Collector of Sumter County. 

Be it Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That Isaac Swan, 

Tax Collector of Sumter County, for the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
three, be, and he is hereby allowed until the first day of March next, to 
complete the collection of the State and County taxes of said County, 
and to male final settlement and payment thereof: Provided, That the 
securities of the said I saac Swan give their assent thereto in writing, to 
be filed in the office of the Clerk of the County Court of said County, any 
law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding.

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MEMORIAL 

Of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, to the Congress of 

the United States, requesting a reduction of the price of the Public 

Lands within said State. 

The Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama, is 
General Assembly convened, respectfully request the Congress of the 
United States to graduate and reduce the prices of the public lands within 
the State of Alabama, which have been long in market and remain unsold, 
with a view of getting clear of the expense of the Land Office system, 
and making those lands private property. 

There are some nineteen millions of acres of public lands within the 
State, which have been in market, some for ten, some for twenty, and 
some for thirty years; and notwithstanding the several periods of a rise 
and fall of prices of products, and the great rise of lands and speculations 
in them, and notwithstanding our citizens have been seized with the spirit 
of speculation, and have traversed all of the west and southwestern States 
an quest of public lands, yet so worthless have been the barrens and 
mountains of Alabama, that but few tracts have been entered of this great 
waste. Congress has often been requested to graduate the prices accord¬ 
ing to the periods of time they have been in market; and has hitherto 
refused to grant this most reasonable request. If ten cents per acre had 
been obtained for them twenty years ago, it would have been a great ben¬ 
efit to both the State and General Government. The one would have 
had the value of the property, and have been free from the expense of 
attending to it, whilst the other would have had citizens. As it is, Con¬ 
gress owns waste valueless lands, and Alabama has an unhabited desert, 
instead of tax-paying inhabitants. Why should Congress longer attempt 
to force up the prices of deserts and mountains, which, although sur¬ 
rounded by inhabitants from fifty to two hundred years, are yet not worth 
twenty cents per acre, and in many cases not half of that sum ? What 
reason is there to conclude that similar lands are worth more money in 
Alabama, where there are fewer inhabitants, more recently settled, and 
the country less healthy ? Your memorialists request that Congress may 
reduce the prices of said lands according to the periods of time that the 
several districts may have been in the market, and securing rights of pre¬ 
emption to occupants for limited periods of time at each stage of reduc¬ 
tion. 


And be it Resolved, That the Governor transmit a copy of the fore¬ 
going Memorial to the Senators and Representatives in Congress.
